BETTER PROM COLORADO. 


COT.OBADO Sruixas, IJec. 10, 1895. 


EDITOR UA-/.ETTJ3—If I had waited a w&ile 


before writing my last letter I might nave 
saved some ink, for this morning's paper 
announces that in order to meet the wants 
of the city the trustees of the College have 
decided to throw open Coburn Ilall as a cir- 
culating library, and hereafter we can get 
the use of the lo,000 books in it for a dollar 
for three months. 
As the trustees estimate 


that this will add at least a thousand dollars 
a year to the funds for pin chase of books, it 
is likely to be quite as good a thing for the 
College as it is for the town and its visitors. 


Next to bicycles, dogs constitute the most 


prominent feature of the streets 
There are 


live thousand wheels in use and I should 
hay there aie quite as many dogs, not in 
any particular use. Little dogs and big 
dogs, dogs of all colors without regard to 
previous condition of servitude, have the 
freedom of the city. I have made the ac- 
quaintance of a dozen St. Bernards and 
deer hounds. The yellow dog and his cous- 
ins of the various cur varieties are not ap- 
parent, the fttcl-of dog owning being txmfinod 
lo Ihe blooded kinds. Many of the office 
buildings and some of the churches provide 
htalls at the doors for the bicycles, but so far 
no one has set up any free kennels for the 
dogs. 


The water supply of the city is worthy of 


mention since few, if any, towns can boast- 
of its equal and none of its superior. The 
water is brought through fifteen miles of 
pipe from Lake Moraine, a natural lake 
pciched up on the side of Pike's Peak, 11,000 
tcet above sea level, a mile higher than the 
city, in a region perfectly safe from pollu- 
tion because uninhabited by man and with 
nothing draining into it but the melting 
snow by which it is formed. 
The pressure 


from such a height would of course be too 
much for house plumbing to stand, so the 
full is bi oken by a sort of intercepting reser- 
voir four hundred foot above the city, giving 
ample pressure for fire purposes nnd doing 
away with any necessity for that fell de- 
stroyer worse than fire, the steam fire en- 
gine. 
Tlio ilro clop»rl.aiont consists of oo-v- 


oral volunteer hose companies and one paid 
company, using chemical extinguishers only, 
which has been in service about two years. 
The chemical apparatus 1ms almost entirely 
avoided the use of water and in consequence 
cut down the fire or rather water loss and 
damage over seventy-five per cent for last 
year, while so far this }'ear the record is, I 
am told, the utterly staggering one of 68 
alarms and $7oO loss. I give the figures as 
given to mo and am free to say I shall not 
boliove them until they are confirmed by the 
official report. More remarkable yet, the 
paid company consists of but nine men. Tbe 
apparatus is a horse and buggy for the chief, 
with two little hand extinguishes strapped 
on behind, and a combination cart and truck 
drawn by three horses which carries the 
whole "outfit," to Ihe scene of acfion. This 
truck is about tlie si/e of an ordinary cart- 
er's express wagon, probably a third wider. 
Carried on the outside, between the wheels

•enience of travel. Perhaps one of these 
Eays when a trolley road is built to the 
^orth Pole, Bristol may have one. There 
ire two bisecting roads, each about ten 
niles long, one running north and south 
from the northern suburb of Roswell out to 
iheycnne Canon, and the other east and 
west from Manitou to a point anywhere or 
nowhere out on the plains beyond the Print- 
ers' Plome, the city being about tbe central 
point of each. With the Roswell line ex- 
tended to Monument Park and the Garden 
of the Gods there would be little more to be 
desiiod. 


I have already said that the chief charac- 


teristic of the city is its entire absence ol 
characteristics. In nothing is this more ap- 
parent than in the newspapers and this ap- 
plies not only to Colorado Springs but to the 
state at large, the press being thoroughly in 
touch with New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicago. I have read detailed accounts of 
the street car strike in Philadelphia—I am 
now several days beyond the date of this 
letter—and of yesterday's flurry in the New 
York stock market. Of course this is but 
natural since the west is peopled by eastern 
people, but all the same it is a great con- 
trast to tho localism of the South, where 
even in such places as Macon, Atlanta, Tal- 
lahassee and Jacksonville the press is pure 
ly local, giving about as much space to the 
news of the great cities of this country as tc 
that of Paris and London, and sakes alive

We have found it of the greatest 
convenience and advantage in all the towns 
we have stopped in and strange as it may 
seem our experience is that nobody else 
seems to think of it. We have only been 
here a month, but this one little thing has 
enabled us to save tune and money and ef- 
fort and give pointers to people who have 
been here for six months or a year and we 
have had the same experience in other 
towns. By the way the Colorado Springs 
Gazette is published ''dally except Monday." 
We thought this was piety to avoid Sunday 
work, but it isn't. Sunday furnishes noth- 


tliey print it. Print what?

Mountain Mahogany.

It burns with a blaze 
as long lasting as ordinary wood, nnd It it 
then found almost unchanged in form, 
converted to a obarooal that lasts about 
twice as long as ordinary wood, giving 
also an Intense boat, greater than coal 
gives. Another notable species of wood 
having extraordinary durability is said to 
be the quebarcho wood ot Argentina. 
Posts that have been in the ground 160 
years, in soil alternately sodden by trop- 
ical rains or parched by Intense heat, are 
found to ho in sound oondltion. Tbe wood 
la also described as free from attacks of 
insects, does not decay and is not com- 
pressible, and weighs nearly 80 pounds 
per cubio foot.—Now York Sun.

iiioro marked degree, havo been observed 
In thoDakotas. 
There wore many largo 


lal.es in those states ton years ago, some of 
tin m miles in extent, but nearly all of 
th m hnvo now disappeared, thoir ancient 
bi i'3 turned into fields, and such as remain 
nre shrunk to sloughs or pools In great 
\v.i-.tos ot reedy mvtd. 


Uiko Mason, in South Dakota, onti of 


the largest nnd finest lakes in that state, 
was equipped some years ago with steim- 
bo its and hotels and all tho arrangements 
fo: a western Uhantauyua assembly.

It has suffered the fate of

Tho causes of this falling of tho 


v:iiors arc tho diminished rainfall of the 
pa t decade and the more extended oulti- 
vn1 ion of tho soil, which has absorbed the 
nu. shire which would otherwise have been 
dr.uiiod into the lakes.—St. Paul Press.

NAPOLEON'S CORONATION. 


The Pomp and Ceremony That Attended 


the Imperial CelebratJoD. 


Tho morning of Sunday, BCD. 
2, J804, 


was cold nnd cloudy as tjio porgeaus pro- 
cession passed from the Tuileries to Notre 
Dame. The streets were lined and the 
houses decorated, but the pooplo-of Paris, 
sated with ceremonials, were, in spite of 
self interest, silent and critical. On tho 
other hand, the presence of tho German 
priuoos in the train, and the glittering 
costumes of the court, threw the provin- 
cial deputations and tho throngs of office- 
holders who hud come up from all 3Tranna 
into a delirium of enthusiasm. 


The Irreverent tittered when tho papal 


chamberlain ambled by on a mulo at the 
head of his holiness' court, but immedi- 
atoly fell on their knees and received the 
papal blessing. Clergy and choristers in- 
toned the hymn "Til es Potrus" as tho 
pontiff entered tbomajestio cathedral from 
tho transept und proceeded to his throne 
in the center of tho choir to (ho right of 
tho high altar. 


After an interval of an hour or more 


«^ipeared the emperor's attendants, Murat 
leading ut the head of 20 squadrons of cav- 
alry. Then followed tho imperial chariot, 
surmounted by a crown and drawn by 
eight superb and richly caparisoned steeds. 
Facing the emperor and empress sat Jo- 
seph and Louis; tho other broUicrs were 
in temporary disgrace, and Mmo. Mere re- 
mained stubbornly with Luoien at Koine. 
Thou, as tho artillery sulvos resounded, 
there advanced 18 tax hai'&e carriages with 
the court, all moving to the sound of tri- 
umphal music. Passing in n burst of sun- 
bhino to tlio arc'iiepi'-copiil palace and en- 
tering tho vestry, tho omporor donned his 
coronation robes and a crown of luurol 
loaves. 
Thence, with tho empress at his 


Bido, he proceeded in state to thopluco pro- 
.pared j)or_ them in _tho lyfty. navo,_faeij)B 
the high altur. Jo&oph, Louis, Oambaceres 
and Lcbfun were his pages and supported 
the train of his mantle, heavy with gold 
and embroidery.

From 20,000 throats burst tho cry, "Long 
live tho emperor!" as the slow and stately 
march proceeded.—Century.
